Correspondenee, ineluding attaehments sent between Offiee of External Affairs’ 
staff and employees at the Heartland Institute as it relates to Heartland’s Ameriea 
Eirst Energy Conferenee and any and all other meeting or eonferenees transmitted 
between January 1, 2018 until the date you eonduet your seareh for doeuments. 

Please inelude emails from Heartland representatives using both of their offieial 
email (i.e. @heartland.org) and personal emails. 

On September 26, 2018 we aeknowledged your request (OS-2018-01578) and advised you of 
your fee status under the EOIA. 

We are writing to respond to your request on behalf of the Offiee of the Seeretary. After a seareh 
reasonably ealeulated to uneover all relevant doeuments, it has been determined that the Offiee 
of the Seeretary has no reeords responsive to your request. 

Clariee Julka, Offiee of the Seeretary, FOIA Offieer, is responsible for this denial. 

You may appeal this response to the Department’s FOIA/Privaey Aet Appeals Offieer. If you 
ehoose to appeal, the FOIA/Privaey Aet Appeals Offieer must reeeive your FOIA appeal no 
later than 90 workdays . Appeals arriving or delivered after 5 p.m. Eastern Time, Monday 
through Eriday, will be deemed reeeived on the next workday. 

Your appeal must be made in writing . You may submit your appeal and aeeompanying 
materials to the EOIA/Privaey Aet Appeals Offieer by mail, eourier serviee, fax, or email. All 
eommunieations eoneerning your appeal should be elearly marked with the words: "FREEDOM 
OE INEORMATION APPEAE." You must inelude an explanation of why you believe the 
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Office of the Secretary’s response is in error. You must also include with your appeal copies of 
all correspondence between you and Office of the Secretary concerning your FOIA request 
including your original FOIA request and Office of the Secretary's response. Failure to include 
with your appeal all correspondence between you and Office of the Secretary will result in the 
Department's rejection of your appeal, unless the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer determines 
(in the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer’s sole discretion) that good cause exists to accept the 
defective appeal. 

Please include your name and daytime telephone number (or the name and telephone number of 
an appropriate contact), email address and fax number (if available) in case the FOIA/Privacy 
Act Appeals Officer needs additional information or clarification of your appeal.
